Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark.,

Fulbright, chairman 
of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, said that "the present 
pattern of aid is no longer feasi- 
ble and some new approach will 
have to be found for American 
assistance in the development of 
underdeveloped countries."

the burden, Fulbright asserted, 
"our present course is no long- 
er politically feasible." 


The revolt against the pro- 


gram drew support from both 
parties and was led by Demo- 
crats who turned a deaf ear to 
Kennedy's pleadings. 


He told his news conference 


Thursday in evident exaspera- 
tion that he had "tried to make 
it very clear that I cannot ful- 
fill my responsibilities in the 
field of foreign policy without 
this program."

American engineer and a Rus- 
sian chauffeur pleaded innocent 
today to charges of conspiring 
to spy for Russia. 


The engineer, John William 


Butenko, 38, of Orange, and the 
chauffeur, Igor A. Ivanov, 33, 
of New York City, were arrest- 
ed by the FBI Oct. 29 in the 
breakup of an alleged espionage 
plot.

Judge Thomas granted a 30- 
day extension instead for both 
men and said they could re- 
quest additional time at the end 
of that period.

NEW YORK (AP)—President 


Kennedy has begun a five-day 
East Coast tour by irritating the 
New York Police Department— 
for obeying traffic signals. 


By tonight, however, Ken- 


nedy will be relaxing at the 
family's winter home in Palm 
Beach, Fla., where policemen 
are used to a president wheel- 
ing around town without fan- 
fare. 


In New York, Kennedy de- 


cided he could do without a 35- 
motorcycle escort, with its sir- 
ens and flashing red lights. 


Press secretary Pierre Salin- 


ger said the President decided 
to avoid disrupting New York 
traffic and to act "like an or- 
dinary motorist, stopping at 
stop lights." 


The decision collided with the 


conviction of New York police 
that they know best how to pro- 
tect the President in their city. 


Kennedy emerged unscathed 


from his spin through the city 
from La Guardia Airport. He 
even expressed delight at the 
drive—though his limousine had 
to stop for 10 red lights. 


He v o w e d to continue the 


practice while remaining in the 
city, where he spoke today to 
the AFL-CIO convention. 


Police Commissioner Michael 


J. Murphy, asked for his reac- 
tion to the President's decision, 
had only a curt "No comment." 


But another police official la- 


mented that Kennedy was ex- 
posed to "unnecessary risks" 
by driving blithely into a situa- 
tion where police had "no real 
control." 


The Secret Service, charged 


by law with protecting the per- 
son of the President, would say 
nothing. The service can over- 
rule even the President where 
his personal 
security is in- 


volved.

Arkansas

was told today that the next 
legislature must find an addi- 
tional $4 million a year to spend 
on higher education simply to 
maintain the average per pupil 
expenditure that the state now 
makes. 


E. L. Angell, director of the 


Commission on Coordination of 
H i g h e r Education Finance, 
made the money estimate on the 
basis of a projected increase of 
4,000 students between now and 
1965-66. 


Angell said the state now is 


spending $20 million a year for 
education, of which $12.5 million 
goes directly into the academic 
program. 


He said there are now 21,000 


students in state schools and 
this figure should reach 25,000 
by the 1965-66 year. 


Angell appeared before the 


council to make a report on pro- 
gress his commission is making 
toward standardizing accounting 
and budget procedures of 
the 


state's eight institutions of high- 
er learning. 


He 
said uniform procedures 


had been worked out and would 
be incorporated into budgets 
which the commission will sub- 
mit to the council next Nov. 1. 


The problem of finding more 


money for more students will 
continue in an unbroken trend, 
Angell said, because the com- 
mission estimates a steadily in- 
creasing enrollment. Its figures 
now carry through 1973 when it 
estimates the state's schools will 
have 38,000 students. 


Dr. J. W. Hull, president of 


Arkansas Tech, echoed An- 
gell's estimates and said he was 
sure the legislature realized it 
would take additional dollars to 
get the job done. 


Angell said the state not only 


should concern itself with edu- 
cating more students but also 
should work toward improving 
the quality of education. He said 
a high order industrial program 
requires top quality education. 


The council referred to its 


State and Local Government 
Committee a proposal by Perry 
County Rep. Paul Van Dalsem 
for a study of the need for legis- 
lation to protect state agencies 
against the labor movement. 


Hull said the labor situation 


was giving colleges a lot of con- 
cern and he felt the legislature 
should spell out where the col- 
leges stand in regard to nego-

WASHINGTON (AP) 
-The 


flow of dollars out of the Unit- 
ed States declined sharply in 
the three-month period which 
ended Sept. 30, the Commerce 
Department reported today. 


The deficit in the U. S. balance 


of payments for the period was 
about S250 million on a season- 
ally adjusted basis. 


This was only about one-fifth 


as much as the net deficit for 
the April-June quarter. 


The deficit for the first three 


months of the year was $851 
million, and it was about $1.3 
billion for the April-June quar- 
ter. 


The balance of payments is 


the accounting s h e e t that 
m a tches all U.S. payments 
abroad for goods and services, 
m a t c h e s all U.S. payments 
abroad for goods and services, 
and for maintaining defense 
forces, against the money re- 
ceived by this country from 
abroad. 


The United States has mn up 


a deficit in this balance of pay- 
ments for about 11 of the past 
12 years. 


The amount of the 
deficit 


grew sharply in 1959 and 1960, 
when it reached a peak of about 
S3.7 billion. This was cut to $2.4 
billion in 1961, and $2.2 billion 
in 1962. 


The deficit climbed sharply in 


the first half of this year, and 
would have reached $4.2 billion 
jif the six-month trend had con- 


i tniued throughout the year.
